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Report of the School Board. 


At the close of the spring term of 1907, the school 
boards of Pembroke, Pittsfield and Allenstown, as a 
joint board, elected Prof. Everett T. Whitford as super- 
visor of schools for the ensueing year, to fillthe vacancy 
caused by the resignation of superintendent L. O. Mer- 
rill. 

Mr. Whitford is a graduate of Brown University 
and has taken post-graduate work. Previous to coming 
here he was supervising principal at Hillsboro’ Bridge. 

The financial standing of the district, at the close of 
last year, was in such satisfactory condition, that at the 
annual meeting the school board did not ask the raising 
of any money for school purposes in addition to that 
-required by law, consequently the amount on hand 
at the present time is less than has been for the past 
few years. Also, while the treasury shows a balance of 
$279.54, 1t must be considered that the reports, of ne- 
cessity, go to press before the expiration of the school 
year leaving-a number of unpaid bills. 

The school board have experienced some difficulty 
regarding the transportation of school children. In 
order that the law covering this matter may be more 
thoroughly understood by the parents in the district, 
we think it advisable to quote from the circular sent out 
from the State Department of Public Instruction:— _ 

‘The law simply requires the school board to use 
their best judgment, free from all personal bias, to pro- 
vide schools and lay out the school money so as to make 
it go as far as possible in the direction of the great end 
and aim of public instruction, and at the same time with 
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as nearly as possible equal advantage to all; and that 
parents and guardians shall then send their children to 
school. The school board are not required to convey 
children for all distances over and above any given dis- 
tance. ! 

Education is the right of the child. The parent is 
under the heaviest of obligations to exert himself to the 
uttermost to provide his child withaneducation. After 
food and clothing, his primary duty to his child is tosee 
that the latter has an elementary education. ‘The fact 
that a beneficient state provides free schools does not 
in the least relieve the parent of his responsibility. If 
he lives in a place which is remote from his neighbors 
and from a school, that is his misfortune.’’

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Report of the Superintendent. 


To the School Board: 


I herewith submit to your consideration my first an- 
nual report, which is the fourth in the series of annual 
reports of Superintendents of the Allenstown' schools. 


The general policy which has been followed in recent 
years has been continued during the past year with 
good results... The work in the primary room of the 
village schools and at the rural school has been of excel- 
lent character. In the grammar room of the village 
school we have been crippled by the loss of Miss Putnam, 
who has served us so efficiently and by the frequent, 
though unavoidable, changesin teachers which followed. 

For some time we have been troubled by the absence 
of a ninth grade in our village schools due to the fact 
that our pupils when they had completed the work of 
eight grades had succeeded in passing the Academy 
entrance examinations, although from our standpoint 
they were inadequately trained in grammar school sub- 
jects. ‘The defect has been remedied this year by the 
adoption of the State Course of Study, which aims to 
give the pupils a complete elementary school course in 
eight years. 

During the year many improvements have been made 
in the school property. ‘The rural school has been 
thoroughly renovated. A new floor has been laid in the 
primary room of the village schools and new adjust- 
able seats and desks have been installed. Connections 
have been made withthe sewer. Eurther improvements 
at the village schools should be made. New floors are

needed in the halls and in the grammar room. ‘The 
outside doors and the porch should be repaired in such 
a way as to be more attractive. The water-closets 
should receive immediate attention, as they are in un- 
sanitary condition. New and modern closets should 
be put in and connected with the sewer.
